Since  the  publication  of  our  last 
number,  there  has  been  received 
at  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  the  following  inquiries 
relating  to  Canadian  trade.  The 
names  of  the  firms  making  these 
inquiries,  with  their  addresses  can 
be  obtained  by  quoting  the 
number  under  which  the  inquiry 
appears. 

113.  A firm  interested  in  the 
export  of  brass  and  copper  tubes 
and  electro  deposited  copper  shells, 
desires  to  be  placed  in  touch  with 
reliable  agents  at  different  trade 
centres  in  Canada. 

114.  Animporterof  mica  wishes 
to  correspond  with  parties  in  Can- 
ada who  are  in  a position  to  export 
this  mineral  in  considerable  quanti- 
ties, and  with  actual  owners  of 
mica  properties. 

1 1 5.  A firm  manufacturing  feed 
water  heaters,  with  condensers, 
fans  and  air  heaters  for  dying 
purposes,  and  other  apparatus  of  a 
similar  character,  desire  to  get  into 
communication  with  likely  buyers 
in  Canada. 

1 16.  Inquiry  has  been  made  for 
addresses  of  mills  in  British 
Columbia  producing  “Oregon” 
pine,  etc.,  for  export. 

117.  A maker  of  cheap  jewel- 
lery of  a novel  and  attractive 
character  desires  to  open  up  with  a 
whole-ale  house  in  Canada  willing 
to  push  the  sale  o(  such  goods. 

1 18.  Inquiry  is  made  respect- 
ing large  supplies  of  sawn  lumber 
from  Canada  for  making  boxes  in 
which  to  pack  tin  plates. 


1 19.  The  names  of  a few  Can- 
adian manufacturers  of  saws  have 
been  asked  for. 

120.  A firm  of  food  product 
packers  have  requested  to  be 
placed  in  touch  with  exporters  of 
peas  from  Canada. 

121.  Inquiry  is  made  for  names 
of  likely  parties  in  Canada  to  ship 
oak  poles  about  two  inches  in 
diameter,  with  bark  left  on,  and  in 
length  of  about  twelve  feet. 

122  A textile  export  agency 
in  London  is  open  to  deal  with 
special  inquiries  from  Canada  for 
specific  goods,  the  placing  of 
orders,  or  to  act  generally  for 
the  convenience  of  buyers  not 
represented  in  England. 

78.  A firm  possessing  a con- 
nection among  the  largest  dealers 
in  butchers’  skewers  (wooden)  is 
prepared  to  represent  a first- class 
Canadian  manufacturer  wishing  to 
do  business  in  the  English  market. 

79.  A company  manufacturing 
petroleum  jellies  and  oils  and 
similar  lines  is  open  to  appoint 
suitable  Canadian  resident  agent.

7.  A correspondent  in  Antwerp, 
who  states  he  is  interested  in 
crushing  mills  in  Germany  and 
Belgium,  asks  prices  and  samples 
of  asbestos.  First  quality  only  is 
wanted.  He  also  wishes  prices 
and  analysis  of  complex  minerals, 
mispickles,  etc. 

56.  A Lancashire  brewery  firm 


desires  to  have  correspondence 
with  Canadian  manufacturers  of 
beer  casks,  “ staves  and  heads 
knocked  down”  to  be  hooped  in 
England. 

57  A Manchester  firm  doing 
an  extensive  business  in  canned 
goods  and  who  at  present  buys  in 
the  United  States,  is  desirous  of 
communicating  with  Canadian 
carmers  of  all  varieties  of  fruits 
and  vegetables. 

58.  A Manchester  firm  dealing 
largely  in  wood  and  its  products, 
and  who  obtain  their  supplies 
chiefly  from  the  Baltic,  desire  to 
communicate  with  the  lumber 
manufacturers  of  British  Columbia. 

59  A very  large  Manchester 
institution,  through  the  manager 
of  the  confection  branch,  wishes  to 
get  in  touch  with  Canadian  manu- 
facturers of  all  description  of 
candies.

TRADE  NOTES  FROM 
JAPAN. 

A report  upon  matters  of  trade  and 
commerce  in  Japan  was  received  in 
Ottawa  from  the  commetcial  agent  in 
Yokohama,  Mr.  A.  MacLean. 

The  writer  remarks,  that  from  July 
until  the  middle  of  September  is  the 
warm  season  i.t  Japan  ; the  tea  crops 
| two]  are  marketed;  the  rice  crop  is 
growing  ; travel  and  tourist  traffic  are 
slack  ; and  trade  is  listless.  Then 
here  is  war,  by  no  means  an  insignifi 
tcant  factor  amongst  the  forces  that 
operate  for  depression  and  uncertainty 
in  trade.  It  is  perhaps  due  to  the  di- 
version of  resources  to  war  require- 
ments that  the  volume  of  trade  four 
months  this  year,  beginning  with  the 
ist  January,  show  an  increase  in  total 
imports  of  yen  16,012,805  compared 
with  the  same  term  last  year  ; and  an 
crease  of  total  exports  for  the  same 
term  of  yen  9,493  528 

In  imports,  the  leading  increases  are 
in  coal,  flour,  wheat,  leather,  sugar, 
wool  and  woollen  yarns  ; and  the  lead- 
ing decreases  are  in  cottons,  timber  and 
lumber,  tobacco  leaf,  Italian  cloths  and 
delaines. 


In  exports,  the  leading  increases  are 
in  bamboo  manufactures,  cigarettes, 
cottons,  grey  shirtings,  cuttle  fish  dried, 
fish  oil,  porcelaine  and  earthenware, 
rice,  silk  habutai  add  handerchiefs,  and 
straw  plaits  ; and  the  greater  decreases 
in  beer,  Portland  cement,  coal,  copper 
coarse  and  refined,  coral,  furs,  mineral 
water,  salt,  silk  kaiki,  and  sulphur. 

The  following  memoranda  on  lead- 
ing trade  topics  and  products  are 
gleaned  from  the  Yokohama  and  Tokio 
situation  ; but  these  being  large  cen- 
tres of  export  and  import,  and  also  of 
population,  may  be  taken  to  be  fairly 
representative. 

The  quality  of  flour  used  mostly  in 
Japan,  is  the  grade  known  in  the  trade 
as  “straight.”  Fancy  grades  are  not 
used  to  any  extent.  The  supply  at 
present  comes  principally  from  the 
Pacific  coast  States.  Flour  with  a large 
percentage  of  starch  has  the  greater 
demand.  American  flour  is  selling  at 
prices  ranging  from  yen  1.65  [86  cts.] 
to  yen  2.65  [$i  33]  per  quarter  sack  of 
49  pounds  at  present,  and  large  stocks 
are  on  hand,  and  as  the  Government 
is  not  buying,  the  present  outlook  is 
not  satisfactory,  it  being  difficult  to 
move  stocks  at  present.  Several  dealers 
suggest  the  shipment  to  Japan  of  50  to 
roo  sacks  of  24  pounds  each  as  a 
trial  sample, to  be  distributed  to  reliable 
bakers  through  reliable  dealers,  in  order 
to  give  it  a fair  trial.  Care  must  be 
taken  as  to  the  quality  of  flour  placed 
in  Japan,  for  an  article  that  gets  a bad 
name  amongst  the  Japanese  may  as 
well  be  taken  out  of  the  market. 

To  introduce  Canadian  milk  in 
Japan,  the  brand  or  brands  will  have 
to  be  thoroughly  advertised,  and  if 
need  be  sold  at  a loss  for  some  time, 
until  the  brand  and  quality  become 
known.  A new  brand  on  the  Japanese 
market  must  have  and  maintain  good 
quality,  and  must  be  prepared  so  as 
to  stand  ihe  climate. 

Evaporated  apricots,  dried  raisins, 
canned  pears,  peaches  apricots  and 
asparagus,  corn,  beans,  peas  in  cans 
find  a sale  in  Japan.  Practically  all 
canned  fruits  are  imported  from  Cali- 
fornia. Canadian  fruit  canners  should 
make  a note  of  this,  with  a view  of 
pushing  to  the  front.  Northern  fruits 
will  win  every  time,  when  it  comes  to 
flavour.  The  same  can  be  said  of 
vegetables. 

The  brands  of  butter  that  enjoy  a 
good  sale  are:  Australian  butter,  Dan- 
ish, French  Holland,  American.  The 
usual  sizes  of  packages  are  1 and 
2 pound  tins,  both  square  and  round.

FOREIGN  CHAMBERS 
OF  COMMERCE. 

Foreign  chambers  of  Commerce  are 
of  Austro-Hungarian  origin,  for  in  1870 
the  first  Austro-Hungarian  chamber  of 
commerce  was  opened  in  Constanti- 
nople ; afterwards,  similar  institutions 
were  opened  in  Alexandria,  Paris  and 
London.  In  the  spring  of  1903  an 
Austro-Hungarian  chamber  of  com- 
merce was  opened  in  Melbourne.  The 
English,  adopting  the  example  of  the 
Austrians,  founded  a chamber  of  com- 
merce in  Paris.  The  Austrians  have 
been  far  surpassed  in  the  number  of 
these  institutions  by  the  English,  who 
now  have  thirty  in  foreign  countries 
and  one  hundred  in  their  own  colon- 
ies The  United  States  have  chambers 
of  commerce  in  Paris,  Brussels,  Lon- 
don, Berlin,  Sydney  and  Shanghai. 
The  first  North  American  chamber  of 
commerce  was  founded  in  the  seven- 
ties. The  development  of  the  French 
foreign  chambers  of  commerce  has 
been  satisfactory.  France  has  29 — 
three  are  in  the  Orient,  Constantinople 
Smyrna  and  Alexandria,  and  the  others 
are  found  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  It 
was  to  aid  the  growing  trade  of  France 
with  eastern  Asia  and  South  America 
that  the  French  chambers  of  commerce 
were  founded  in  those  countries.  Of 
the  other  countries,  Holland  has  more 
than  seven,  Spain  three,  and  Italy  and 
Belgium  two  each  ; Germany  has  but 
one  foreign  chamber  of  commerce  [in 
Brussels]  Russia  has  two,  in  Paris 
and  Alexandria.  Several  cities  have  a 
number  of  foreign  chamber^  of  com- 
merce ; for  instance,  London  has  one 
each  for  Austria  Hungaria,  the  United 
States,  Belgium,  France,  the  Nether- 
lands, Italy  and  Spain

CONTRACT. 

We  have  before  us  a copy  of  the 
agreement  which  the  City  Council  has 
decided  shall  form  the  basis  of  any 
competitive  telephone  franchise  in 
Toronto.  We  cannot  say  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  aldermen  to  perpetu- 
ate the  “ Bell  ” monopoly,  but  they 
certainly  have  not  shown  any  anxiety 
to  provide  the  citizens  with  a better 
ard  cheaper  service-  On  the  contrary 
they  have,  whether  intentionally  or  not, 
placed  every  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
introducing  independent  telephones 
which  could  possibly  be  devised  with- 
out actually  giving  an  exclusive  fran- 
chise to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company- 
Even  now  there  are  those  who  lament 
the  loss  of  the  $20,000  per  annum 
which  the  company’s  local  manager 
offered  for  a five  year  exclusive  fran- 
chise, oblivious  of  the  fact  that  this 
payment  would  be  none  other  than  a 
bribe  for  the  privilege  to  exact  an 
additional  $60,000  per  annum  from 
the  telephone  users  of  Toronto.  For 
this  reason  it  behoves  the  retail  mer- 
chants to  stand  firm  and  see  to  it  that 
the  unreasonable  conditions  included 
in  the  proposed  telephone  agreement 
are  not  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
the  introduction  of  a cheaper  and  bet- 
ter seivice, 

These  conditions,  as  they  at  present 
stand,  do  not  offer  any  inducement  to 
companies  to  introduce  a c mipetitive 
system.  The  aldermen  seem  to  have 
lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  any  company 
offering  to  relieve  the  citizens  from  the 
Bell  monopoly  and  provide  a cheaper 
and  more  efficient  telephone  service, 
is  conferring  a benefit  on  the  cornmu 
nity.  Furthermore,  the  establishment 
of  a new  telephone  system  of  say 
1 5,000  subscribers  will  entail  the  spend- 
ing of  at  least  one  and  a half  million 
dollars  and  the  employment  of  a large 
number  of  men  for  some  years,  in 
addition  to  a large  permanent  staff,  all 
of  which  would  be  of  great  value  to 


the  city.  Such  a one-sided  agreement 
as  that  proposed  shows  that  either  the 
aldermen  do  not  appreciate  the  situa- 
tion, or  else  their  intention  is  to  keep 
out  competition.  It  is  perfectly  clear 
that  the  more  arbitrary  the  comditions 
imposed,  the  greater  the  risk  to  invest- 
ors putting  their  money  into  the  under- 
taking, and  hence  the  rates  quoted 
must  of  necessity  be  proportionately 
higher.  It  is  inconceivable’  that  any 
body  of  capitalists  will  undertake  the 
investment  of  over  one  million  dollars, 
with  the  prospect  at  the  end  of  ten 
years  of  having  to  choose  between 
accepting  any  terms  the  city  council 
of  that  day  might  propose,  or  taking 
up  their  plant  and  selling  it  for  junk. 
The  proposition  as  at  present  set  forth 
is  an  impossible  one,  looked  at  from 
the  investor’s  standpoint,  and  when  the 
time  arrives  for  the  opening  of  tenders, 
the  Board  of  Control  will  no  doubt  be 
convinced  upon  this  point,  and  will  be 
disposed  to  agree  to  some  modification 
of  the  conditions  which  will  adequately 
safeguard  the  citizen’s  rights,  and  at 
the  same  time  be  acceptable  to  the 
successful  tenderer. 

Furthermore,  no  reliable  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  construction  can  be  made, 
unless  it  is  known  beforehand  what 
proportion  of  the  plant  must  be  under- 
ground and  what  overhead.  The 
change  which  renders  it  necessary  to 
make  separate  application  for  locating 
on  every  street  or  lane,  and  the  possi 
bility  of  new  conditions  being  attached 
from  time  to  time  in  each  permit,  is 
one  that  might  entail  an  expenditure 
of  capital  never  anticipated. 

It  would  certainly  be  fair  to  renew 
the  franchise  on  the  same  terms  if  the 
city  does  not  take  over  the  plant  ; and 
in  the  event  of  the  latter  course  being 
adopted,  the  company  should  be  paid 
a fair  amount  based  on  the  value  of 
the  business  as  a dividend  earner,  rea- 
sonable allowance  being  made  for  de- 
preciation and  the  estimated  life  of  the 
plant. 


The  forfeiture  clause  as  it  now  stands 
is  capable  of  such  construction  that  a 
company  might  easily  lose  its  property 
at  the  hands  of  an  unreasonable  coun- 
cil, for  some  act  which  was  never  in- 
tended to  come  within  its  meaning. 
The  very  fact  that  a purchasing  com- 
pany would  be  compelled  to  operate 
under  the  conditions  and  rates  em- 
bodied in  the  agreement,  and  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  the  municipality  has  the 
right  to  purchase  and  operate  the  sys- 
tem, should  be  sufficient  safeguard  for 
the  citizens.  It  would  in  any  event 
surely  be  sufficient  penalty  to  lose  the 
franchise  and  forfeit  the  cash  deposit 
or  bond,  without  the  city  seeking  to 
confiscate  the' company’s  property. 

The  condition  that  all  instruments 
shall  at  all  times  be  of  the  most  modern 
type,  and  the  fact  that  the  City  Engin- 
eer, wffio  is  not  an  electrical  engineer, 
is  to  be  the  sole  judge  on  this  pointf 
as  also  upon  the  quality  of  service,  is 
hardly  satisfactory.  In  case  of  a dis- 
pute arising,  it  would  surely  be  better 
to  submit  the  case  to  the  juegment  of 
fully  qualified  independent  telephone 
engineers.  But  after  all,  the  city  has 
little  to  fear  on  this  point,  as  the  ex- 
istence of  competition  is  a better 
guarantee  of  good  service  than  any 
conditions  the  city  might  impose. 

The  City  Controllers  admit  that  the 
terms  of  the  proposed  agreement  are 
very  onerous,  but  they  point  out  that 
the  City  Council  would  not  be  unrea- 
sonable in  their  dealings  with  a com- 
petitive telephone  company,  and  that 
no  undue  advantage  would  be  taken  of 
any  of  the  rights  which  the  City  may 
have  under  their  agreement.  That, 
however,  is  not  the  point.  A company 
which  accepts  an  agreement,  must  be 
prepared  to  live  up  to  it  in  every  de- 
tail. It  cannot  afford  to  live  from  day 
to  day  with  the  knowledge  that  the 
city  can,  if  it  so  chooses,  enforce  heavy 
penalties  or  perhaps  cancel  the  fran- 
chise in  the  event  of  some  dispute 
arising  which  may  be  entirely  foreign 
to  the  terms  of  the  franchise. 

Without  in  any  way  adversely  criti- 
cising the  city,  it  is  nevertheless  a fact 
that  there  is  not  a public  utility  com- 
pany in  Toronto,  either  Gas,  Electric 
Light,  Street  Railway,  or  Telephone) 
with  which  the  city  is  not  or  has  only 
recently  been  engaged  in  litigation 
with.  That  being  so,  a competitive

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telephone  company  must  be  prepared 
to  live  up  to  every  line  of  the  agree- 
ment which  it  enters  into,  or  expect 
to  have  a lawsuit  on  its  hands.  Now 
is  the  time  to  have  the  objectionable 
features  removed,  and  the  agreement 
so  modified  that  it  can  be  lived  up  to 
without  fear  or  favor  from  any  one. 
If  the  City  Council  is  sincere  in  its 
desire  for  an  independent  telephone 
system,  they  will  do  this  when  it  is 
found  that  the  only  alternative  is  a 
continuance  of  the  Bell  monopoly. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  we 
regret  to  note  the  disinclination  of  the 
Board  of  Control  to  entertain  the 
granting  of  a franchise  including  elec- 
tric lighting.  In  the  face  of  the  offer 
made  by  the  “ Stark”  Telephone  Light 
and  Power  System,  we  are  at  a loss  to 
understand  why  this  should  be.  The 
supply  of  cheap  light  is  equally  impor- 
tant, if  not  more  so,  with  that  of  cheap 
telephones,  and  if  the  “ Stark”  system 
the  commercial  practicability,  which  the 
company  propose  to  demonstrate  in 
the  course  of  a month’s  time  proves 
successful,  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  have  it  introduced  in  Toronto. 

It  is  important  that  no  agreement  shall 
be  made  with  any  company  until  this 
new  system  has  been  thoroughly  investi- 
gated in  public  use,  for  if  cheaper  light 
can  be  obtained  in  combination  with 
a competitive  telephone  service  the 
opportunity  should  not  be  allowed 
to  pass.

FOSTERING  OF  STUDIES 

Desire  for  truth  is  an  indispensable 
part  of  the  moral  equipment  of  every 
person  connected  with  a business.  If 
it  is  not  inborn  in  a man,  it  very  often 
can  be  drilled  into  him,  to  a certain 
extent,  by  his  co-workers,  and  as  ex- 
perience and  observation  have  taught 
that  the  pursuit  of  studies  greatly  influ- 
ences the  moral  nature  and  awakens 
and  fosters  the  desire  for  truth,  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  inculcate  a desire 
for  knowledge  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  surround  us. 

If  a boy  who  is  thrown  into  the  world 
without  guide  or  training  and  with  no 
regular  schooling  drifts  into  the  store  of 
a Merchant,  the  latter  should  foster 
and  encourage  any  tendency  to  collect 
knowledge,  which  the  boy  may  mani- 
fest, and  whatever  the  result  may  be,  so- 


ciety will  put  the  stamp  of  its  highest  ap- 
proval on  any  encouragement  given 
in  this  direction. 

Unfortunately  there  are  some  who 
affect  to  believe,  that  the  pursuit  of 
studies  stifles  the  feelings,  dwarfs  the 
moral  nature,  and  is  not  calculated  to 
promote  a high  tone  of  mind.  Such 
a belief  however  is  not  supported  by 
the  example  of  many  illustrous  charac- 
ters, who  adorn  the  pages  of  history.

BRITISH  CRITERION  OF 
PROSPERITY. 

Except  in  so  far  as  facts  and  statis- 
tics speak  for  themselves,  it  is  no  easy 
matter  to  correctly  represent  actual 
conditions.  One  cannot  be  too  careful 
in  estimating  the  value  of  opinions  ex- 
pressed by  newspapers,  trade  journals, 
and  managers  of  manufacturing  plants. 
It  is  not  meant  to  say  that  they  are 
intentionally  misleading  or  that  there 
is  any  other  purpose  on  the  part  of  the 
press  or  managers  of  great  works  than 
to  say  exactly  what  they  think.  But 
the  mental  habit  of  measuring  con- 
ditions in  this  new  century  by  those  of 
the  old  days,  when  British  manu- 
facturers had  little  competition  to  meet 
anywhere  and  profits  were  enormous 
has  imparted  a pessimistic  color  to  all 
comment  on  industry  and  commerce. 
The  monopoly  they  long  enjoyed  at 
home  and  in  many  outside  markets 
having  come  to  an  end,  the  require- 
ment of  vaster  production  at  much 
lower  prices  to  make  industries  pay 
renders  vivid  the  memory  of  the  easy- 
going times  of  prosperity  and  gives  a 
distorted  view  of  the  existing  situation. 

In  fact,  the  chief  apparent  danger  to 
British  manufacturers  in  important 
branches  lies  in  their  reluctance  to  turn 
away  from  the  past  and  forget  all  about 
it  and  to  face  the  present  and  future- 
face  the  necessity  for  bringing  their 
equipment  up  to  date.  They  have  lost 
ground,  and  will  continue  to  loose 
ground,  for  their  rivals  in  the  industrial 
field  are  tormidable,  but  if  they  adopt 
advanced  scientific  methods  in  all  de- 
partments they  should  be  able  to  hold 
their  own.

MOTOR  ROADS  OF  THE 
FUTURE. 

In  one  of  the  numbers  of  the  large 
magazine  edited  by  Hon.  John  Scot 
Montague,  M.P.,  was  an  interesting 
presentation  by  Comys  Beaumont  of 
the  commercial  possibilities  in  the 
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building  of  special  tracks  or  motor  ways. 
Mr.  Beaumont  maintains  that  this  full 
exploitation  of  mechanical  traction 
would  show  financial  results  sufficient 
to  convince  the  most  energetic  opponent 
to  automobalism  that  it  is  a force 
destined  to  have  far  reaching  results. 
He  proposes  for  England  a number  of 
car  ways  covering  the  entire  country. 

Motor  roads  would  be  expensive  to 
build,  but  the  outlay,  he  claims,  re- 
quired by  the  most  extravagant  methods 
of  building  would  not  amount  to  a frac- 
tion of  what  a railway  costs  to  lay, 
leaving  the  rolling  stock  out  of  the 
question  altogether,  because  not  only 
would  such  roads  be  infinitely  cheaper 
to  build  per  mile  than  railoads,  but 
since  terminal  and  near  approaches  to 
towns  or  cities  are  rendered  unneces- 
sary there  is  no  need  to  expend  vast 
sums  in  purchasing  property  in  the 
heart  of  valuable  districts,  which 
is  necessary  in  railway  construction. 

A motor  can  leave  the  road  at  either 
terminus  and  take  ordinary  roads  lead- 
ing to  any  point  in  a city  or  its  suburbs, 
and  at  almost  any  point  along  the  way 
a car  can,  of  course,  turn  off  and  travel 
on  the  regular  highways.  The  main 
object  of  a car  road  is  to  take  abso- 
lutely the  shortest  and  most  direct 
route  between  two  given  points.  No 
deviation  whatever  is  made  to  include 
some  town  of  importance.  A railroad 
track  laid  on  this  principle  would  be 
manifestly  absurd,  but  in  a car  way  it 
matters  little.  A car  bound  from  Lon- 
don to  Coventry  would  leave  the  way  at 
the  most  convenient  junction  for  the 
latter  city  (two  or  three  miles,  more  or 
less,  not  signifying),  while  if  the  route 
were  to  twist  and  contort  itself  to  in- 
clude all  important  areas  it  would  loose 
its  effectiveness  ; for  to  enable  the  motor 
car  to  prove  its  superiority  (convenience 
and  speed  united),  it  requires  every 
assistance  toward  the  consummation  o 
both,  which  is  exactly  what  the  function 
of  a perfectly  straight  car  way  will  be 
to  provide. 

Mr.  Beaumont  claims  the  laying  of 
such  ways  is  not  only  practical,  but 
should  prove  an  excellent  and  paying 
investment  if  adequately  capitalized. 
Nor  is  the  capital  required  so  great  as 
might  be  supp  jsed.  He  proposes  a 
fbreadth  of  twenty-five  feet  to  permit  of 
our  cars  abreast,  leaving  plenty  of 
room  between  them,  and  he  is  not  will- 
ing to  accept  the  proposals  made  by 
other  people,  who  have  argued  that  a 
cycle  track  be  laid  alongside. 

An  important  question  is  that  of  pav- 
ing, and  there  are  four  systems  which 
may  be  considered,  viz  : wood,  brick, 
asphalt,  macadum,  and  concrete.

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EDUCATION. 

The  new  education  code  of  Ontario 
which  places  emphasis  upon  personal 
instruction  and  the  development  upon 
the  scholar’s  powers  of  observation, 
can  be  endorsed  tor  obvious  reasons. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  classical 
system  of  education  largely  influences 
and  develops  the  mental  power,  it 
must  be  remembered  this  country, 
which  is  in  a formative  stage,  requires 
pre  eminently  a technical  system  which 
will  produce  as  a concrete  result  prac- 
tical men,  who  will  be  eminent  in  the 
different  forms  of  applied  science.  The 
system  should  be  flexible  so  as  to  a- 
dapt  . itself  rapidly  to  the  needs  of 
manufacturing  and  commerce. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  the 
whole  standard  of  education  in  the 
Provinces  should  be  as  high  as  possi- 
ble as  office  and  factory  require  well 
prepared  men,  for  since  modern  ma- 
chinery and  modern  metnods  of  busi- 
ness have  been  employed,  each  manu- 
facturer, jobber  and  retailer  has  been 
forced,  by  stern  necessity,  to  put  more 
study  and  more  energy  into  his  busi- 
ness to  keep  pace  with  the  strenuous 
commercial  tendency  of  the  times. 

We  should  not  rely  too  much  on 
great  natural  resources  and  rest  in 
fancied  security,  for  what  is  the  best  to 
day  may  be  made  better  or  cheaper  by 
a rival  to-morrow,  with  a human  plant 
of  more  scientifically  trained  brains.

BELGIAN  FIREARMS 

The  manufacture  of  firearms,  com- 
plete or  in  part,  is  the  traditional  in- 
dustry of  the  Province  of  Liege. 
Whether  the  people  of  Liege  hold  the 
secret  of  turning  out  a prime  quality  of 
gun  barrel  or  other  integral  part  of  the 
arm,  or  not,  it  remains  nevertheless  an 
established  fact  that  no  other  barrel  of 
corresponding  make  and  value  can 
stand  the  strain  of  the  severe  test  put 
upon  it  as  well  as  the  Liege  gun  barrel. 
Every  barrel  must,  under  the  law,  suc- 
cessfully withstand  the  government  test 
before  it  is  admitted  for  sale.  The  gun 
barrels  are  made  by  the  workmen  in 
their  own  homes,  and  are  delivered  to 
the  merchants,  who  combine  the  parts 
for  the  markets.  It  is  said  that  no  less 
than  50,000  men,  women  and  children 
are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  gun 
barrels.  This  system  of  buying  from 
the  people  lessens  the  responsibility  of 
the  manufacturer,  for  if  the  barrel  fails 
to  withstand  the  test  the  workman  and 
not  the  manufacturer  is  the  looser.  The 
material  for  manufacturing  the  gun 
barrels  or  other  parts  of  firearms  is 
oftentimes  supplied  by  the  manufac- 
turer, who  sometimes  gets  his  barrels 


roughly  made  and  completes  them 
himself. 

It  is  the  universal  understanding  that 
the  United  States  and  Canada  are  the 
best  markets  for  the  cheap  grade  of 
guns,  and  there  is  a double  barreled 
gun  called  at  Liege  the  “American.1’ 
It  is  estimated  that  in  the  Province  of 
Liege  about  150,000  pairs  of  gun  barrels 
were  manufactured  during  the  year 
1902,  part  of  which  were  sent  to  the 
United  States  rough  bored,  to  be 
finished  there. 

There  is  quite  a controversy  on  as  to 
the  better  quality  of  gun  barrel — the 
Damascus  or  the  steel.  The  Damascus 
is  manufactured  only  at  Nessonvaux, 
near  Liege,  while  the  steel  barrel  is 
made  in  Liege.  One  argument  in  favor 
of  the  Damascus  barrel  is  that  in  case 
of  an  explosion  there  is  less  liability  of 
injury  than  with  the  steel  barrel. 
Muzzle  loading  guns  are  sent  in  large 
quantities  from  Liege  to  South  America 
while  the  flint  lock  is  made  for  export 
to  South  Africa. 

The  rifle  barrel  manufactured  in 
Liege  is  not  exported  to  the  United 
States  in  great  quantities,  on  account 
the  duty  thereon.  Revolvers  are  turned 
out  in  great  numbers  and  are  shipped 
to  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  is  estimated 
that  600,000  were  manufactured  in 
Liege  last  year.

FRUIT  CROP  IN  ENGLAND 

A very  decided  drought  has  set 
in,  extending  over  almost  the 
whole  of  England,  and  has  been 
more  severe  in  the  north  of  Eng- 
land than  in  any  other  part.  This 
has  almost  ruined  the  raspberry 
crop,  and  there  will  be  a decided 
shortage  of  this  fruit  in  England. 
Raspberry  jam  is  used  most  ex- 
tensively in  that  country,  and 
there  will  be  an  extremely  brisk 
demand  for  this  product  from 
Canada. 

Apparently  there  will  be  quite  a 
small  crop  of  plums  in  England, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  good 
Canadian  plums  should  not  be 
shipped  there.  Especially  would 
this  apply  to  the  larger  and  finer 
varieties  of  Canadian  plums.  They 
should  be  sent  in  boxes  and  well 
packed.  Possibly  it  might  be 
necessary  to  pack  each  plum 
rolled  in  tissuepaper,  but  even 
with  this  extra  trouble  the  ship- 
ping of  this  fruit  should  be  ex- 
tremely remunerative,  The  above 
remarks  will  also  apply  to  pears, 
which  are  always  in  great  demand. 
Last  year  there  were  over  60,000 


tons  of  raw  plums  and  pears  im- 
ported into  England.  Of  these, 
the  larger  quantities  of  pears  were 
sent  to  France,  Belgium  and  the 
United  States,  and  of  plums  from 
France,  Germany  and  Holland. 
The  United  States  sent  about 
6,000  tons  of  plums  and  pears, 
while  Canada  shippled  less  than 
200  tons. 

The  apple  crop  of  England  will 
be  much  lighter  than  expected  and 
much  below  an  average  crop,  and 
a large  portion  ol  English  apples 
will  be  made  into  cider.  The  de- 
mand for  Canadian  cider  is  in- 
creasing every  day  and  for  the 
Canadian  exporter  there  are  vast 
possibilities  in  the  English  market 
for  this  product.  Last  year  the 
United  States  exported  into  Great 
Britain  about  250  000  gallons  of 
cider.  The  price  for  Canadian 
cider  in  England  is  at  present, 
wholesale,  from  40  to  42  cents  per 
gallon  in  40  gallon  casks,  and  from 
62  to  65  cents  per  gallon,  retail.

With  the  Australian 

and  New  Zealand  butters 

coming  in  the  winter 

season  in 

Great  Britain,  the  prices  have  been  very  much  equalized  during  the  season,  rather 
than  having  them  at  a very  low  ebb  dunrg  the  flush  seasons  in  the  northern 
hemispheres,  and  at  a v.  ry  high  range  during  the  short  season  of  production  during 
the  winter.  The  Times  discussed  this  particu'ar  point  and  concluded  that  this  is 
one  of  the  reasons  why  there  has  been  so  great  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
butter  per  capita  in  Great  Britain.  The  Times  said  : 

As  regards  quality,  there  is  much  leeway  to  be  made  up  before  Canadian 
butter  can  be  placed  upon  British  markets  as  perfect  as  it  should  be.  Large 
quantities  of  the  Canadian  article  when  first  made  are  probably  not  inferior  to 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  butter,  but  as  very  little  of  it  makes  as  good  prices  on 
our  markets  it  would  seem  that  deterioration  takes  place  between  manufacture  and 
consumption. 

The  one  great  difference  between  the  manufacture  of  Australian  and  Canadian 
butter  is  this  : In  Canada  butter  is  made  for  rapid  consumption  and  therefore  not 

enough  regard  is  paid  to  its  keeping  qualities,  while  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
special  care  and  attention  are  given  to  the  keeping  qualities  of  all  butters  for 
expoit.  In  Canada  the  government  authorities  appear  adverse  to  the  use  of  baron 
compounds,  which,  if  used  in  proper  qualities,  are  perfectly  innocuous  to  the 
health,  if  not  eveu  beneficial.  Their  use  has  now  been  legalized  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  they  possess  marvellous  powers  of  preserving  butter  from  ui  der- 
going  any  deteriorating  change  for  many  months  Another  improvement  would 
be  for  Canadian  manufacturers  to  make  the  butter  drier,  as  dryness  undoubtedly 
tends  to  improve  its  keeping  qualities.  The  Canadian  butter  box  is  not  quite 
strong  enough,  and  should  be  made  of  thicker  wood.  The  lining  of  each  box  with 
tasteless  and  odorless  paraffin  wax  is  not  possessed  by  the  Australian  and  New 
Zealatrd  boxes.  But  much  of  the  parchment  paper  used  in  Canada  is  not  genuine, 
and  the  imitation  stuff  should  be  discarded. 

The  hints  as  to  making,  preserving,  packing,  etc.,  ought  to  teach  Canadian 
-butter  makers  how  best  to  succeed,  not  only  in  the  markets  of  England,  but  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  to  which  Canada  is  sending  butter.  When  it  is  pointed  out, 
that  Denmark  is  adding  millions  to  her  annual  exports  of  butter  by  scientific 
manipulation  the  value  of  lessons  like  the  foregoing  becomes  apparent.  Under 
co-operation  and  scientific  handling  Denmark  increased  its  butter  exports  from 
$5,000,000  in  1882  to  $29000,000  in  1900. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  CANADA. 

The  aggregate  foreign  trade  of 
Canada  last  year,  consisting  of  the 
total  imports  and  total  exports  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  last,  is 
estimated  to  amount  to  $473,000,000, 
as  compared  with  $467,000,000  for 
the  previous  year,  an  increase  in  round 
numbers  of  $6,000,000.  On  the  basis 
of  imports  entered  for  consumption 
and  domestic  exports  the  increase 
would  be  $1,682,986.  There  was  a 
falling  off  in  domestic  exports  for  the 
year  just  closed  amounting  to 
$ 1 5)987,235.  In  the  exports  of 
foreign  goods  from  Canada  there  was 
an  increase  of  $4,000,000.  The  de- 
crease of  domestic  exports  is  very 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
there  was  a large  decrease  in  the 
export  of  wheat.  In  1904  we  ex- 
ported only  16,779,028  bushels,  as 
compared  with  32,985,745  bushels  in 
1903.  There  was  also  a large  falling 
off  in  the  export  of  hay,  and  a decrease 
in  the  export  of  eggs.  The  export  of 
butter  decreased  by  100,000  pounds. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  export  of 
cheese  shows  a gain  of  300,000  pounds.

HAMILTON,  ONTARIO. 
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GENERAL  CROP  PROSPECTS. 

During  the  month  of  August  weather 
conditions  are  being  anxiously  watched 
by  farmers  and  all  those  interested  in 
the  crops.  In  Ontario  an  immense  hay 
crop  is  in  sight.  The  wheat  crop  will 
be  poor,  yielding  only  half  the  usual 
crop.  Oats  will,  however,  come  out 
well.  Barley  in  some  sections  was 
coloring  from  dew  and  rain  and  will  be 
of  a poor  quality.  Pease  had  all  the 
rain  they  wanted. 

A very  fine  crop  is  looked  tor  in  the 
west,  if  the  weather  does  not  interfere. 
A good  condition  of  wheat  throughout 
the  west  is  reported.  Along  the  main 
line  of  the  C.  P.  R.  crops  are  looking 
well.  The  weather  was  favorable,  no 
rains  were  along  the  line  except  some 
local  occasional  showers  and  prospects 
are  bright  for  a good  harvest,  with  the 
exception  of  Southern  Alberta  where 
the  wheat  is  gone,  but  a good  yield  of 
sugar  beets  is  expected  there. 

The  immigrants  that  have  come  out 
this  year  are  a better  class  than  those 
who  have  come  out  for  many  years. 
They  all  have  some  money  and  are 
prepared  to  make  a better  stand  in  the 
country. 

The  total  crops  of  wheat  in  1903  in 
Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories was  52,320,000  bushels,  of  which 
there  yet  remains  to  come  forward 

720.000  bushels.  The  following  are 

the  figures  : Inspected  to  date 

37.600.000  bushels;  in  store,  country 
points  650,000  bushels;  in  transit  not 
inspected  70,000  bushels,  marketed  to 
date  38,320,000  bushels,  used  for  seed 

7.500.000  bushels,  used  by  country  mills 

6.500.000.  Total  52,320,000  bushels, 
to  which  the  territories  contributed 
about  10,000,000  bushels.  The  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  this  year  will  exceed 
that  of  last  year  and  the  North  west 
harvest  might  this  year  aggregate 

75.000. 000  bushels  of  wheat,  since 
there  are  300,000  acres  more  sown 
with  the  wheat.  The  value  per  bushel 
will  be  higher  than  last  year,  and 
$7,500,000  more  than  last  year  are  ex- 
pected to  be  realized  for  the  present 
crop  in  the  North-west.  If  the  value  of 
other  products  is  estimated  at  25,000,000 
the  total  value  of  all  produce  in  the 
North-west  this  year  might  be  60,000, • 
000. 

Europe  will  need  more  wheat  this 
year  than  in  1903,  because  the  wheat 
crops  in  Austria,  Southern  Russia  and 
Eastern  Germany  suffered  on  account 
of  unfavorable  weather.  The  wheat 
crop  in  India  is  a very  good  one.  The 
yield  is  20  per  cent,  above  that  of  last 
year,  but  the  area  under  cultivation  is 


not  so  great  as  during  the  early  nineties. 

Canada  should  reap  one  of  the  finest 
harvests  ever  had,  if  the  weather  con- 
ditions will  continue  favorable  for  some 
weeks  to  come  The  report  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  promises  a 
medium  to  full  crop  of  Fall  apples.  In 
the  apple  sections,  from  which  the  bulk 
of  the  winter  fruit  will  be  obtained  for 
exports  the  crop  is  not  as  large  as  last 
year,  but  may  be  classed  as  light  to 
medium.  The  reports  from  Europe 
generally  show  a very  large  crop  of 
fruit,  that  will  come  into  direct  compe- 
tition with  our  Fall  varieties,  and  may 
slightly  affect  the  market  for  winter 
fruit,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
European  fruit  has  not  competed 
seriously  with  our  best  keeping  varieties. 
The  apple  crop  in  Canada  appears  to 
be  singularly  free  this  year  from  the 
attacks  of  insects  and  fungous  diseases. 
It  is  quite  probable  that  the  codling 
moth  will  not  be  a serious  pest,  but 
there  are  indications  that  the  spot  may 
yet  develop  to  a slight  if  not  a dangerous 
degree. 

Pears  except  in  British  Columbia, 
will  be  a light  crop.  Peaches  and 
plums  are  almost  an  absolute  failure, 
except  in  a few  favored  sections  where 
the  winter  did  not  materially  affect 
them.  The  grape  crop  will  be  fairly 
good,  but  in  the  large  producing  dis- 
tricts of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  black 
rot  has  shown  to  a serious  extent. 
Cherries  and  currants  are  a full  crop. 
The  export  trade  for  Canadian  and 
American  Fall  apples  will  be  somewhat 
restricted,  but  owing  to  the  better 
quality  of  our  apples  they  will  still  have 
the  preference  in  the  European  markets. 
There  will  be  the  necessity,  however, 
of  rigidly  excluding  all  second  quality 
fruit.  The  supply  of  good  winter 
stock  of  apples  suitable  for  the  British 
market  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March  is  not  excessive, 
and  it  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that 
the  demand  will  be  almost  equal  to 
that  of  last  year. 

The  yield  of  the  tobacco  crop  this 
year  is  believed  to  exceed  6,000,000 
pounds  and  the  price  may  probably 
reach  ten  cents  a pound. 

Our  American  neighbors  are  harvest- 
ing a good  crop.  As  usual,  Kansas 
sent  out  its  call  for  twenty  thousand 
men  to  assist  in  harvesting  its  vast 
grain  crop.  The  total  crop  in  Kansas 
is  estimated  at  65,000,000  bushels  on 
6,242,987  acres.  Minnesota  comes  to 
the  front  with  81,000,000  bushels  for 
this  year.  The  corn  crop  in  Kansas  is 
more  than  twice  as  great  as  her  wheat 
crop  and  will,  it  is  thought,  amount  to 
about  170,000,000  bushels.  In  addition 
she  will  have  over  26,000,000  bushels  of 


rye,  over  5,000,000  bushels  of  potatoes 
and  about  3,000,000  tons  of  hay. 
We  hear  of  no  such  calls  for  twenty 
thousand  men  from  other  states,  for  the 
reason  that  Kansas  is  on  the  southern 
tier  and  harvests  her  crop  first.  As 
she  releases  men  they  are  in  time  to 
gather  the  gradually  ripening  crops 
north  to  the  North  Pole.  Away  up  in 
Manitoba  they  will  snap  up  the  last  of 
the  crops  just  as  the  cold,  frosty  blasts 
come  from  the  Artie  through  Behring 
Sea,  down  the  Pacific  coast  and  over 
the  mountains  into  the  North-west 
Territories.  A few  years  hence  they 
may  wander  still  further  north,  when 
Central  Alaska  has  five  million  acres 
devoted  to  wheat. 

Harvesting  in  Oklahoma  comes  and 
goes  before  it  begins  in  Kansas,  and 
this  year  Oklahoma  wheat  commenced 
arriving  in  Kansas  City  on  June  22nd 
just  as  Kansas  was  getting  ready  to  get 
to  work. 

The  estimated  wheat  crop  in  the 
States  will  be  635,000,000  bushels,  the 
oat  crop  800,000,000  bushels,  the  barley' 
crop  132,000,000  bushels,  the  rye  crop 

30.000. 000  bushels,  the  buckwheat  crop 

15.000. 000  bushels,  the  potato  crop 

250.000. 000  bushels,  the  hay  crop 

65.000. 000  tons,  the  cotton  crop 

12.000. 000  bales,  the  tobacco  crop 

1.000. 000  pounds  and  the  corn  crop 

2.600.000. 000  bushels.  The  total  value 
of  American  crops  of  all  kinds  this  year 
will  be  more  than  $3,000,000,000.

STORAGE  ON  FREIGHT 

The  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railways  have  issued  a circular 
to  freight  agents  and  shippers  regard- 
ing warehouse  storage.  Inwards  and 
outwards  warehouse  or  shed  freight 
will  be  stored  free  for  the  first  seventy- 
two  nours.  After  seventy-two  hours 
the  following  storage  charges  per  week 
or  portion  thereof  will  be  made.  [Ex- 
ception— Freight  in  bond  will  be  al- 
lowed six  working  days  free]  Freight 
stored  will  be  entirely  at  the  risk  and 
expense  of  the  owner.  Clauses  x,  2, 

3 and  4,  two  cents  per  100  pounds, 
and  clauses  5,  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10,  one 
cent  per  100  pounds.  The  classifica- 
tion of  freight  will  be  governed  by  the 
Canadian  freight  classification  mini- 
mum. Storage  charges  for  any  one 
consignment  to  be  five  cents.  The 
term,  warehouse  or  shed  freight,”  is 
to  be  understood  as  merchandise  usu- 
ally handled  in  the  railway  freight 
sheds  This  does  not  include  ware- 
houses owned  by  individuals  or  firms 
erected  on  the  property  of  the  railway 
company.

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PRACTICAL  APPLICATION  OF 
SCIENTIFIC  EDUCATION 
IN  GERMANY. 

The  Krupp  gun  industry  is  too 
familiar  to  need  description,  but  less 
known  is  the  discovery  by  a German 
chemist,  by  the  name  of  Giebler,  of  a 
process  of  hardening  steel  which 
makes  it,  it  is  said,  fourteen  per  cent, 
stronger,  fifty  per  cent,  lighter,  and 
one-third  less  costly  than  the  Krupp, 
Harvey  or  Bochler  steel.  The  in- 
ventor will  not  sell  the  secret  of  the 
process  to  any  foreign  manufacturer, 
but  will  retain  it  for  the  benefit  Of 
Germany.  This,  if  true,  will  give  that 
country  an  enormous  advantage  in 
naval  matters,  for,  with  a lighter  hull, 
lighter  machinery,  and  lighter  guns,  a 
very  much  higher  rate  of  speed  can  be 
produced  for  a given  consumption  of 
fuel,  which  means  also  an  enlarged 
steaming  distance. 

A century  ago,  the  English  and 
French  makers  of  scientific  instruments 
were  far  in  advance  of  the  Germans. 
During  the  last  twenty  years,  all  this 
has  changed.  The  value  of  the 
exports  from  Germany  of  scientific 
instruments  for  the  year  1898  was 
about  $1,250,000 — three  times  what  it 
was  in  1888 — and  the  work  gave 
employment  to  14,000  people. 

These  are  a very  few  of  the  many 
instances  showing  the  close  connection 
between  the  scientific  education  of 
the  people  and  their  commercial 
prosperity. 

The  conclusions  to  be  arrived  at 
from  the  foregoing  are  not  so  much 
academic' as  economic  and  practical. 
In  Germany,  a young  man  is  called 
upon  to  decide,  early  in  his  career, 
whether  he  will  take  a classical  or  a 
scientific  course.  If  he  decides  to 
take  the  latter  he  goes  into  the 
“Real  Schule,”  or  lower  scientific 
school,  to  be  elevated  thence  to  the 
“Real  Gymnasium”  or  scientific  high 
school,  and  thence  to  the  “Poly- 


technicum,”  or  institute  of  technology, 
which  is  separate  from  the  universities. 
In  this  course  he  has  no  Greek  and 
only  a moderate  amount  of  Latin  ; but 
he  has  the  sciences,  engineering, 
mathematics,  modern  languages,  his- 
tory, and  a mixture  of  practical  and 
theoretical  training  in  various  technical 
branches,  with  frequent  excursions  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  of  work  in 
factories  and  public  enterprises.  The 
faculties  of  these  institutions  keep  in 
touch  with  the  manufactories,  and 
when  capable  young  men  graduate 
they  easily  find  situations.  This  is 
also  true  of  the  technical  high  schools, 
of  which  thei'e  are  twenty-four,  which 
likewise  have  courses  in  engineering, 
architecture, drainage,  irrigation,  model, 
ing,  drawing,  chemistry,  modern 
languages,  history,  etc.  The  questions 
for  the  people  of  Canada  are  : Is  our 

system  of  education  as  perfect  as  -it 
should  be?  Have  we  sufficient 
scientific  education  of  the  best  grade, 
and  are  our  educational  institutions  in 
close  enough  touch  with  the  manu- 
factories to  supply  their  needs?  If 
not,  are  we  not  hampered  in  com- 
petition with  our  commercial  rival, 
which  enjoys  this  complete  co-opera 
tion  ? 

The  Imperial  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Industries  has  been  a great 
assistance  to  the  German  manufacturer. 
It  has  been  an  intermediary  between 
the  educational  and  practical  work, 
guiding  the  one,  sustaining  the  other, 
and  providing  information  to  the 
manufacturer,  first  in  beginning  his 
industry,  later  in  expanding  it,  and 
finally  in  marketing  his  surplus.

THE  WORLD'S  SHIPPING. 

The  world’s  shipping  totals  are 
18,467  steamers  of  28,632,684  tons  and 
10,823  sailing  vessels  of  6,156,505  tons. 
Of  these  8,787  steamers  of  14,866.527 
tons  and  2,463  sailing  vessels  of  1,714,318 
tons  are  British,  if  the  colonies  are  in- 
cluded. 


According  to  “ Lloyd’s  Register  of 
Shipping”  7,699  steamers  of  13,999,218 
tons  and  1,537  sailing  vessels  of  1,392,132 
tons  are  owned  by  the  United  Kingdom. 
If  to  these  we  add  those  belonging  to 
the  colonies  1,088  steamers  of  867,309 
tons  and  926  sailing  vessels  of  322,186 
tons,  we  obtain  a grand  total  of  8,787 
steamers  of  14,866,527  tons  and  2,463 
sailing  vessels  of  1,714,318  tons  as  the 
sum  formation  of  the  British  Empire’s 
merchant  navy. 

Germany  owns  1,483  steamers  of 
2,891,867  tons  and  is  followed  by  the 
United  States  with  1,266  steamers  of 
2,44°>794  tons  Norway  has  in  recent 
years  displanted  France  from  third 
place  as  far  as  number  of  ships  goes, 
and  now  aggregates  1,038  steamships 
with  a tonnage  of  1,017,248  France, 
however,  has  the  greater  tonnage  of 
1,252,457  with  755  steamships.  Fifth 
in  tonnage  is  Spain,  and  in  order  after 
her  come  Japan,  Holland,  Russia, 
Austria,  Sweden,  Denmark  and  Italy. 
A great  advance  has  been  made  in 
recent  years  by  Austria  as  she  has  now 
gone  from  twelfth  place  to  ninth,  Italy 
having  fallen  from  sixth  to  twelfth.

FOREIGN  CROP  OUTLOOK. 

The  following  is  a condensation  of 
foreign  crop  conditions  up  to  beginning 
of  August : 

United  Kingdom — The  wheat  harvest 
is  progressing  favorably.  The  first  lots 
of  new  wheat  are  reaching  the  mills, 
and  are  in  fine  condition. 

Germany— The  drought  continues 
generally  throughout  the  country. 

Russia — Reports  regarding  Spring 
wheat  in  the  East  are  favorable,  and 
in  the  South  east  fair. 

Roumania — The  recent  rains  have 
enabled  plowing  to  commence. 

Hungary — Is  buying  Roumanian 
wheat  freely  according  to  reports  from 
Buda  Pest.  The  rumored  suspension 
of  the  corn  duty  is  not  confirmed. 

France — In  the  northern  or  impor- 
tant wheat  territory,  reports  are  vari- 
able, but  a portion  of  this  crop  is  cer- 
tainly shrivelled.  Elsewhere  thresh- 
ings are  disappointing,  and  the  yield  is 
short  in  quantity,  but  the  quality  is 
good.  Drought  is  endangering  the 
fodder  and  pasture  crops. 

Italy — An  official  crop  report  of  July 
31  states  that  the  drought  continues, 
also  that  wheat  threshing  returns  are 
unsatisfactory. 

Australia — Crop  reports  are  favor- 
able.

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CERAMIC  ART 

On  the  day  when  man,  walking  upon 
the  clayey  soil,  softened  by  inundations 
or  rains,  first  observed  that  the  earth 
retained  the  print  of  his  footsteps,  the 
plastic  art  was  discovered  ; and  when, 
lighting  a fire  to  warm  his  limbs  or  to 
cook  his  food,  he  remarked  that  the 
surface  of  the  hearth  changed  its  nature 
and  its  colour,  that  the  reddened  clay 
became  sonorous,  imprevious,  and 
hardened  in  its  new  shape,  the  art  was 
revealed  to  him  of  making  vessels  fit  to 
contain  liquids. 

Pottery  is  divided  into  two  great 
classes.  The  first,  soft  paste,  may  be 
scratched  with  a knife,  is  argillaceous, 
sandy  and  calcorous,  and  generally 
fusible  at  the  heat  of  a porcelain 
furnace. 

The  second,  hard  paste,  cannot  be 
scratched  with  a knife,  and  is  sub- 
divided into  two  sections  : the  first  com- 
prises apague  pottery,  argilo-silicious, 
and  infusible,  the  second,  translucent 
pottery,  argilo-silicious,  alkaline  and 
fusible. 

The  paste  of  enamelled  pottery, 
called  common  faience,  majolica,  is 
composed  of  potter’s  clay,  argillaceous 
mart  and  sand  ; the  clay  is  washed. 
This  opaque  paste,  colored  or  whitish, 
of  earthly  fracture,  is  overlaid  with  an 
enamel.  It  is  twice  fired. 

The  fine  paste  of  hard  pottery  is  com- 
posed of  two  principal  elements  : the 
one  infusible.  This  is  kavlin.  The 
other  alone  or  associated  with  plastic 
clay  or  magnesite  ; the  other  fusible, 
is  composed  of  feldspar  or  other  stony 
minerals.  The  glaze  consists  of 
quartzose  felspar,  sometimes  alone, 
sometimes  combined  with  gypsium. 

The  decorations  of  translucent  hard 
pottery  are  generally  placed  above  the 
glaze;  they  adhere  to  it  without  in- 
corporating themselves  ; the  exceptions 
on  the  colors  which  go  under  or  in  the 
glaze,  and  bear  without  altyation  the 
temperature  of  140  ° of  Wedgwood 
The  glaze  of  the  soft  pastes  being,  on 
the  contrary,  fusible  at  a low  tempera- 
ture, the  colors  incorporate  themselves 
in  it,  and  assume  softness  and  unctuo- 
usness. 

The  metals  used  to  enrich  porcelain 
are  gold,  silver  and  platina. 

The  basis  of  all  glass  is  silex  or  flint 
and  alkali,  there  being  two  opaque 
bodies,  which  when  fused  together  be- 
come transparent.  The  silex  is  fur- 
nished by  sand,  whose  principal  consti- 
tuent is  silica.  Alkalies  commonly 
used  in  making  glass  are  salts  of  soda 
or  potash  and  lime  ; sometimes  oxide 
of  lead  (litharge)  takes  the  place  of 
lime. 


Coarse  or  fine  sand  is  used  in  form- 
ing the  soda  glass  according  to  the 
variety  of  glass  required,  whether 
crown,  sheet,  plate  or  common  plate 
glass.  The  lead  glass,  known  as  flint 
glass,  is  shaped  into  the  finer  works  of 
the  glass-blower,  being  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  superior  table  glasses, 
decanters,  etc.,  and  imitation  gems.  It 
possesses  greater  transparency  and  is 
more  brilliant  than  is  soda  glass. 

In  actual  making  of  the  glass  the  in- 
gredients are  first  thoroughly  mixed 
and  then  placed  in  the  furnace.  A 
continuously  high  temperature  is  nec- 
essary for  the  perfect  fusion  and  amal- 
gamation of  the  ingredients,  and  for 
the  expulsion  of  impurities, 

A philosopher,  seeking  among  the 
products  of  human  industry  the  one 


which  would  best  enable  him  to  follow, 
through  the  course  of  ages,  the  progress 
of  intelligence,  and  give  him  the  ap- 
proximate measure  of  the  artistic 
tendencies  of  man,  would  select  in- 
contestably the  works  of  the  potter, 
and  in  order  to  show  a specimen  of  his 
fine  art,  we  give  in  the-  accompanying 
illustration  a reproduction  of  a piece  of 
Royal  Art  Pottery  from  the  collection 
of  Messrs.  Taylor  and  Mulveney,  in 
Hamilton.

AN  INTERESTING  DISPLAY 

The  factory  of  the  National  Cash 
Register  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  was 
honored  with  a visit  from  Cardinal 
Satolli  and  suite.  The  party,  which 
came  from  St.  Louis  on  a special  train, 
inspected  the  N.  C.  R.  factory,  investi- 
gated the  welfare  work  of  the  company, 
and  were  highly  impressed  by  all  that 
they  saw,  just  the  same  as  they  were 
attracted  by  the  concerns  exhibition  at 
the  St.  Louis  World’s  Fair. 

The  N.  C.  R.  exhibits  at  St.  Louis 
surpass  in  number,  novelty,  beauty, 
size  and  variety  anything  previously 


made  by  the  Company.  Covering  a 
total  floor  space  of  about  3 700  square 
feet,  they  are  located  in  different 
buidings.  The  main  exhibit  is  in  the 
Liberal  Arts  Building,  in  Block  22, 
which  is  about  in  the  centre  of  the 
building.  The  other  exhibits  are  in  the 
Educational,  the  Electrical  and  the 
Varied  Industries  Buildings. 

The  main  exhibit  fronts  46  feet  on 
the  main  aisle  and  33  feet  on  each  of 
the  side  aisles.  The  booth  was  done 
in  Ionic  style.  It  is  25  feet  in  height 
and  is  surmounted  by  a dome.  A pic- 
ture of  tha  factory  covers  the  rear  wall 
of  the  booth  and  gives  an  excellent 
view  of  the  plant. 


Owing  to  its  novel  style  of  archi" 
tecture  the  booth  in  the  Liberal  Arts 
Building  has  attracted  great  attention. 
One  hundred  and  ten  transparencies 
are  shown  in  this  booth.  Those  in  the 
outer  row  show  unusual  places  where 
registers  are  used.  Registers  for  foreign 
countries  are  in  this  exhibit,  and  trans- 
parencies of  the  second  and  third 
terrace  show  the  wonderful  growth  of 
the  business  and  the  various  depart- 
ments in  the  factory  and  offices. 

One  of  the  chief  features  of  the  main 
exhibit  is  the  two  show  windows  con- 
structed to  show  from  all  of  the  aisles. 
They  are  finished  in  harmony  with  the 
booth  proper  and  provided  with  green 
silk  French  curtains  and  velvet  carpets. 
These  show  windows  contain  novel 
electrical  and  mechanical  displays  and 
have  attracted  much  attention  from 
visitors. 

In  the  outer  row  of  stands  along  the 
aisles,  six  mechanically  operated  regis- 
ters are  located.  Three  of  these  are 
the  No.  35  principle,  and  the  other 
three  are  the  No.  79  principle.  These 
six  registers  differ  from  all  other 
mechanical  registers  heretofore  shown 
by  the  Company,  in  that  they  do  not 
demonstrate  one  transaction  only  and 
repeat  the  same.  These  operate  five 
separate  transactions,  thus  demonstra- 
ting the  functions  of  the  register,  as  well 
the  entire  color  system. 

A totalof  no  registers areshowninthe 
main  booth,  and  in  addition  are  shown 
a number  of  old  machines,  by  means 
of  which  the  improvements  and  de- 
velopments on  the  machines  are  illus- 
trated.

CLINTON  - - ONTARIO 
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GROCERIES  AND  PRO 
VISIONS. 

Trade  in  groceries  during  July 
has  been  up  to  the  average,  and  a 
good  demand  is  reported  in  all 
lines.  Owing  to  the  annual  outing 
of  the  travellers  a lull  during  the 
first  weeks  in  August  was  expected. 
Distant  orders  however  are  numer- 
ous and  things  are  looking  well. 
Sugar  experienced  a raise.  Canned 
goods  are  reported  firm  Tea, 
coffee,  syrups  and  molasses  con- 
tinue quiet.  Fish  of  all  kinds  are 
scarce.  The  demand  for  eggs  con- 
tinue, and  prices  are  firm.  Prices 
of  fl  >ur  are  maintained,  however,  a 
rise  is  expected.  Fresh  meats 
continue  dull  and  quotations  for 
bacon  are  firm.  On  account  of 
difficulties  of  shipping,  receipts  of 
butter  are  falling  off.  Conditions 
in  the  cheese  market  are  unsatis- 
factory, and  shipments  are  nearly 
40  per  cent,  behind  what  they  were 
last  year.  The  green  fruit  busi- 
ness is  reported  to  be  lively  with 
plenty  of  arrivals  and  good 
demand. 

Machinery,  Hardware,  Etc. 

There  is  little  machinery  moving 
and  markets  continue  quiet.  In- 
quiries are  coming  in  inspite  of 
holiday  season,  and  the  outlook 
for  the  fall  is  reported  to  be  good. 

In  hardware  circles  trade  is  re- 
ported to  be  somewhat  brisker 
than  it  usually  is  at  this  time  of  the 
year.  Large  fall  orders  are  coming 
in  from  retail  dealers  in  con- 
sequence of  the  bright  crop  pro- 
spects. W holesale  dealers  reduced 
the  price  of  wire  nails.  There  is  a 
very  good  demand  for  sporting 
goods  and  ammunition,  and  retail- 
ers are  placing  orders  for  future 
delivery.  The  demand  in  harvest 
tools  is  steady,  and  a fair  trade  has 
been  done  in  barb  wire. 

The  metal  market  is  quiet,  and 
little  business  is  being  done,  many 
buyers  being  away  on  their 
vacations.  The  outlook  for  the 
future  continues  to  be  bright  in 
view  of  the  good  crop  prospects. 
Cuttings  in  iron  pipe  and  fittings 
continues,  and  trade  is  being 
demoralized  in  those  lines. 

Woodenware  and  Toys. 

The  increase  in  the  duty  on  the 
foreign  article  entering  this  coun- 
try, resulted  in  a material  reduction 
in  quotations  of  woodenware  of 
Canadian  make. 

In  toys  there  are  several  novel- 
ties of  merit,  and  foreign  goods  are 


coming  in  all  the  time.  Dolls  are 
arriving  from  France,  Germany 
and  the  United  States,  and  a large 
volume  of  business  is  expected  for 
the  Christmas  trade. 

Window  Glass. 

Thq  trade  in  window  glass  con- 
tinues good  and  an  active  demand 
with  firm  prices  is  reported.  There 
was  an  advance  expected  to  take 
place,  however,  nothing  of  such 
kind  did  occur. 

Paint  and  Oil. 

The  market  is  quite  active  for 
this  time  of  the  year,  that,  in  view 
of  the  bad  spring  trade,  is  a satis- 
factory feature.  Carriage  and 
wagon  makers  and  agricultural 
implement  manufacturers  are  busy 
now,  and  using  colors,  paints  and 
varnishes  in  profussion. 

Linseed  oil  is  firm  and  turpen- 
tine continues  steady. 

Wallpaper. 

Among  the  new  samples  many 
novelties  can  be  found,  excelling 
last  years  creations  noticeably. 
The  new  ideas  are  expressed  in 
catchy  crown  and  panel  patterns, 
well  calculated  to  catch  the  eye 
of  the  customer.  Small  embossed 
patterns  and  such  of  fine  thread 
are  shown,  as  well  as  stripes  work- 
ed into  various  colors.  Glancing 
over  the  samples  more  floral 
designs  can  be  seen,  and  French 
effects  in  parlor  papers  are  another 
noticeable  feature.  While  French 
greys  are  not  scarce,  brown  is  the 
newest  color,  and  comes  in  all 
shades. 

Cotton. 

The  Government  announces  a 
crop  of  raw  cotton  of  11,500,000 
bales,  a yield  of  about  a million 
bales  above  the  average.  This 
plus  amount  will  surely  bring 
prices  down  at  some  time,  for  at 
present,  however,  and  the  immedi- 
ate future  there  will  be  no  re- 
duction, owing  to  the  very  small 
stock  of  raw  cotton  on  hand. 

Knitted  Goods. 

Snmmer  underwear  has  been 
moving  in  a lively  manner  and  an 
increased  demand  for  fanqy  hosiery 
is  in  existence.  Jobbers  are  satis- 
fied with  the  orders  obtained  for 
Fall  underwear.  The  demand  for 
sweaters  continues  good  and  the 
best  quality  of  woollen  knitted 
goods  is  in  increasing  demand. 


Dress  and  White  Goods. 

The  cold  and  late  Spring  injured 
very  much  the  Spring  trade,  the 
Fall  orders,  however,  which  are 
now  all  in,  are  of  a satisfactory 
volume,  and  some  very  good  ones 
were  received  from  the  northwest 
of  the  Dominion. 

In  a very  short  time  travellers 
will  go  on  the  road  with  the  sample 
lines  of  whitewear  for  next  Spring, 
which  are  considered  to  be  very 
perfect  in  every  direction. 

Shoes. 

The  volume  of  the  Fall  trade 
does  not  quite  satisfy  the  manu- 
facturers, but  there  is  good  hope 
that  the  orders  taken  will  be  con- 
siderably increased  as  soon  as  the 
crop  question  becomes  settled. 
Manufacturers  are  now  preparing 
the  styles  for  next  Spring  and  the 
industry  is  showing  a great  de- 
velopment, and  a general  progress 
is  noticed. 

July  was  a somewhat  quieter 
month  with  the  retail  trade.  Tans 
were  in  gooci  demand,  but  owing 
to  the  inability  of  the  manufac- 
turers and  jobbers  to  make  ship- 
ments, dealers  could  not  supply 
the  demand. 

Hides,  Skins  and  Wool. 

A strong  advance  has  taken 
place  in  buff  and  cowhides,  calf- 
skins and  sheepskins  and  the 
Chicago  market  continues  strong 
in  packers’  as  well  as  country  hides 
as  a consequence  ot  the  butchers’ 
strike.  Calfskin  is  very  scarce. 
Great  quantities  of  the  best  selec- 
tion of  heavy  American  calf  skins 
are  being  sold  to  German  tanners, 
because  dealers  cm  export  them 
and  make  a profit  by  doing  so. 
Tanners  are  greatly  embarrassed 
on  account  of  the  higher  cost  of  raw 
stock  and  the  low  prices  at  which 
leather  continues  to  be  sold. 

Both  unwashed  wools  and  fleece 
wool  experienced  a rise,  which  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  wools  in  the 
English  market  have  risen  10  per 
cent. 

Prices  have  advanced  from  1 to 
3 cents  over  last  month,  the  crop 
being  only  about  two  thirds  the 
average.  The  United  States  is 
trying  to  get  all  that  Canada  can 
spare  and  several  carloads  have 
been  shipped  to  that  market,  which 
is  just  as  firm  as  ours.

The  fancy  vest,  that  was  pushed 
so  hard  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  has  been  replaced  by  the  belt 
and  handsome  supplies  of  the 
former  are  left  on  the  hands  of 
furnishers  as  a consequence  of 
overstocking.  White  trousers  as 
well  as  homespuns,  light-weight 
tweeds,  worsted  and  serges,  to- 
gether with  dark  flannels  can  be 
seen.  Tweeds  and  cheviot  finished 
worsteds  will  be  the  most  popular 
suitings  for  fall.  The  double 
breasted  cont  is  expected  to  be 
prominent  and  an  imported  novelty 
from  the  United  States  is  the  slit 
in  the  back  of  coat.  The  cutaway 
coat  is  going  to  be  a favorite  and 
overcoats  for  the  coming  Fall  will 
be  much  the  same  as  were  worn 
during  the  Spring. 

The  Milliner. 

inspite  of  the  long,  cold  spring 
both  the  retail  and  the  wholesale 
trade  have  had  a splendid  season 
and  as  far  as  can  be  judged  at 
present  an  extremely  good  millin- 
ery season  ahead  is  expected.  The 
purchases  of  Canadian  buyers 
abroad  are  coming  in,  and  a 
marked  tendency  towards  better 
class  of  goods  is  noticeable.

FAILURES  IN  CANADA, 

R.  Y.  Dun  & Co.  report  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  business 
failures  in  Canada  during  July, 
though  there  were  only  two  failures 
of  very  large  size.  Liabilities 
were  greatest  in  manufacturing 
failures,  and  most  numerous  in  the 
class  embracing  groceries,  meats, 
etc.  Total  commercial  defaults 
numbered  78,  with  an  indebted- 
ness of  $[,040,640,  against  70  last 
year  for  only  $389,683.  Manu- 
facturing failures  were  25  in  num- 
ber and  $647,864  in  amount,  com 
pared  with  21  last  year,  involving 
$226,220.  Trading  insolvencies 
numbered  52,  with  debts  of  $39 1 
376,  against  47  for  $154  763  last 
year,  and  there  was  one  other  com- 
mercial failure  for  $ 1 ,400,  compared 
with  two  for  $8,700  in  the  same 
month  last  year.

GOOD  OPENING  FOR  CANADIAN 
PRODUCTS  IN  ENGLAND. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the 
Chicago  meat  strike  Canada  has 
been  swamping  the  English 
markets  with  cargoes  of  cattle,  so 
that  meat  prices  instead  of  going 
up  experienced  a diminution,  and  a 
still  further  fall  is  expected. 

The  meat  trust,  which  to  build 
up  it  took  the  packers  twenty 
years,  has'  lost  control  of  a large 
part  of  the  business.  The  ice 
handlers  and  ice  waggon  drivers 
have  refused  to  supply  ice  to 
refrigerator  cars  of  the  strike 
affected  packing  plants, and  without 
ice  the  packers  are  unable  to  ship 
meat  except  for  short  distances, 
and  export  becomes  therefore 
impossible.  The  live  stock  dealers 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  assist  in 
the  defeat  of  the  combination,  and 
the  public  is  supporting  the 
independent  plants,  which,  since 
the  strike  began  have  been  work- 
ing night  and  day,  and  this  trade 
will  hardly  ever  be  recovered  by 
the  trust. 

During  the  past  season  147,216 
head  of  cattle  were  shipped  from 
Montreal,  and  61,017  head  of 
sheep.  If  this  state  of  affairs 
across  the  boundary  continues 
meat  exports  from  Canada  this 
year  will  show  a considerable  in- 
crease 

According  to  the  agricultural 
returns  for  1900  there  has  been  a 
steady  reduction  in  the  area  of  land 
under  cultivation  in  England,  and 
her  dependence  on  outside  sources 
of  food  supply  is  therefore  increas- 
ing. This  is  of  immense  import- 
ance for  Canada,  for  the  decrease 
in  acreage  of  land  under  the  plough 
means  large  markets  for  her  wheat. 
Why  should  Argentine  show  the 
greatest  increase  in  the  exports  to 
Great  Britain,  particularly  when 
the  bulk  of  her  exports  rival  those 
of  Canada  ? The  report  says  that 
the  aggregate  imports  of  wheat 
and  flour  amounted  to  5,837,000 
tons,  which  is  441,000  tons  more 
than  was  received  in  the  country 
on  any  previous  occasion.  Except 
from  the  United  States  the  increase 
in  wheat  imports  from  foreign 
countries  is  not  merely  temporary, 
but  is  steadily  amounting  higher 
and  higher  year  by  year,  and 
Argentina  is  leading  in  this  re- 
spect. Last  year  Canada  sent 
723,000  tons,  or  1 12  000  tons  more 
wheat  to  England  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  the  amount  re- 


ceived from  India,  the  chief  colonial 
source,  was  853,000  tons,  an  in- 
crease of  411,000  tons  over  the 
previous  year.  Neither  Australia 
nor  New  Zealand  exported  any  to 
New  Zealand.  The  total  of  grain 
received  amounted  to  4,407,000 
tons,  or  356,000  tons  more  than 
in  1902  The  report  goes  on  : 
Importation  of  both  cattle  and 
sheep  increased.  The  dead  meat 
imported  from  the  United  States 
increased  from  141,000  to  157,000 
tons,  although  the  live  cattle  de- 
creased from  108,000  to  100,000 
tons.  In  the  Argentine  supply 
there  was  an  increase  of  21,000 
tons  in  the  supplies  of  live  cattle 
and  dead  meat,  and  of  30,000  tons 
of  Canadian  cattle.  The  dead 
meat  imported  from  Canada  re- 
mained stationary  at  2 000  tons. 
Imports  of  fresh  mutton  were 
heavier  by  18.000  tons  than  in 
1902,  hitherto  the  highest  record, 
and  the  total  amount  now  exceeds 
200,000  tons.  The  quantity  of 
pig  meat  received  is  declining. 

Cheese  imports  increased  slight- 
ly, the  supplies  of  eggs  were  larger 
again,  and  of  butter  there  were 
over  200,000  tons  imported,  the 
highest  aggregate  receipt  on  re- 
cord. 

The  imports  of  apples  were  over 
6)  per  cent,  heavier  than  in  1902, 
and  last  year’s  total  of  4,570000 
cwt.  represents  the  largest  quantity 
ever  received  The  apple  3nd 
p'um  crops  have  been  a failure  in 
England  this  year  and  there  is  a 
good  opening  for  Canadian  fruit. 
England  received  from  Canada 
last  year  two  hundred  tons  of 
apples  and  pears. 

In  London,  Eng  , an  exhibition 
of  Canadian  fruit  and  preserves 
will  be  opened  on  September  1, 
and  will  last  for  six  weeks.  Pre- 
liminary arrangements  are  also 
being  completed  for  a large  dis- 
play of  Canadian  fruit  at  the  great 
Industrial  Exhibition,  which  is  to 
be  held  in  Liege,  Belgium,  begin- 
ning May  19  1905.

OWEN  SOUND. 
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CONVENTION  OF  HORTI- 
CULTURAL ASSOCIATION 
IN  OTTAWA 

The  morning  session  of  the  Canadian 
Horticultural  Society  was  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  matters  of  interest  to  the 
trade.  Mr.  E.  Mepsted,  the  president, 
was  in  the  chair.  Mr.-A.  C Wilshire, 
a promineut  florist  of  Montreal,  gave 
an  excellent  paper  on  the  fl  jrist’s  trade 
from  the  retail  standpoint.  Mr.  William 
Gammage,  of  London,  followed  with 
holiday  plants,  and  Mr.  William  Down- 
ing, of  Brampton,  gave  the  Concluding 
paper,  in  which  he  dealt  with  the  ad- 
vantage of  iron  construction  of  green- 
houses over  the  old  wooden  construc- 
tion. The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a 
visit  to  the  Experimental  Farm. 

The  tariff  question  as  applied  to  hor- 
ticultural products  was  discussed  at 
length  at  this  evening’s  session,  when 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

“ Whereas,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Horticultural  Association  a 
resolution  was  passed  asking  the  Gov- 
ernment to  make  certain  changes  in 
the  existing  fiscal  tariff;  and,  whereas, 
the  Minister  of  Finance  has  stated  that 
there  will  probably  be  a general  re- 
vision of  the  tariff  next  year,  and  has 
invited  the  expression  of  opinion  from 
parties  interested,  it  would  therefore 
appear  advisable  that  the  association 
should  give  some  general  expression  of 
opinion  upon  the  subjecl  ; it  is  there- 
fore resolved  that  it  would  be  in  the 
interests  of  the  trade  and  in  harmony 
with  the  general  policy  of  the  country 
that  all  articles  that  can  be  profitably 
grown  in  Canada  should  be  protected 
by  a tariff  of  not  less  than  25  per  cent., 
with  a reduction  of  one-third  upon  im 
portations  from  Great  Britain.  That 
among  such  articles  as  can  be  profit- 
ably grown  in  Canada  are  palms,  ferns, 
rubber  plants,  gladiolus,  cannas,  dah 
lias  and  peonies.  We  also  recommend 
that  azalea  plants  or  cuttings  of  new 
varieties  of  plants  imported  for  pro- 
pagating purposes  be  admitted  free.” 

Officers  Elected. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  as 
follows  : — President,  George  A Robin- 
son, Montreal;  First  Vice-President,  W. 
Suckling,  Truro,  N.S.;  Second  Vice- 
President,  O.  G.  Johnson,  of  Kingston. 
Mr.  H.  Simmers,  of  Toronto,  was  re- 
elected treasurer,  and  Mr.  A H.  Ewing, 


of  Woodstock,  re-elected  secretary. 
Messrs.  H.  Pinoteau  and  J Walsh,  of 
Montreal,  and  A.  Annandale,  of  To- 
ronto, were  placed  upon  the  Executive 
Committee. 

After  votes  of  thanks,  the  convention 
closed.

MEETING  OF  THE  MARI- 
TIME WHOLESALE  GRO- 
CERS GUILD 

The  Maritime  Wholesale  Grocers 
Guild  met  in  Halifax,  and  officers  for 
the  current  year  were  elected  as  follows: 

President,  Henry  G.  Bauld,  Halifax: 
1st  vice-president,  Chas.  H.  Peters,  St. 
John;  2nd  vice-president,  W.  H.  Aitken, 
Charlottetown  ; secretary,  A.  C Pyke, 
Halifax. 

The  president  was  empowered  to 
make  an  assessment  on  the  provincial 
guilds  in  the  proportion  of  40  per  cent, 
to  New  Brunswick,  40  per  cent,  to 
Nova  Scotia,  and  20  percent,  to  Prince 
Edward  Island  A resolution  was 
passed  asking  the  local  banks  to  cash 
at  par  all  bank  agency  cheques  pre- 
sented for  deposit  by  their  customers. 

It  was  also  decided  that  all  orders  for 
sugar  taken  after  the^lose  of  naviga- 
tion for  shipment  by  water  to  closed 
ports  at  the  opening  of  navigation,  shall 
hereafter  be  invoiced  at  the  prices 
ruling  on  the  date  of  shipment. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  write  the 
Montreal  and  Quebec  Guilds  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  selling  of  canned 
goods.  All  the  local  wholesale  houses 
'have  signed  the  following  : 

<:  We,  the  undersigned  wholesale  gro- 
cers, agree  to  sell  our  stock  of  canned 
goods  in  assorted  lots  of  ten  cases  and 
upwards,  irrespective  of  brand,  at  not 
less  than  the  list  prices  of  the  Canadian 
Canners,  Limited,  terms  30  days  net. 
When  sold  on  three  months'  we  agree 
to  add  not  less  than  per  doz.  to 
the  list  prices  of  the  Canadian  Canners, 
Limited. 

“ On  orders  for  less  than  ten  cases 
we  agiee  to  charge  not  less  than  2j4c 
per  dozen  over  the  list  of  the  C.  C., 
Limited,  when  sold  at  30  days’  net,  and 
not  less  than  5c  per  dozen  over  the  list 
when  sold  on  3 months.  Three  months 
prices  to  be  subject  to  a discount  of 
2 per  cent,  if  paid  for  within  30  days.’” 


THE  PEOPLE  S MILLS 

In  the  County  of  Gray,  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  among  fertile  surroundings, 
is  beautifully  situated  the  town  of 
Durham. 

The  travellers  eye  who  visited  the 
place  sixty  years  ago  was  attracted  by 
the  symetric  outline  of  the  “ Edge  Mill,” 
which  by  and  bye  became  a landmark 
of  the  county.

But  busy  hands  went 
to  work  and  new  buildings  soon  ap- 
peared on  the  old  grounds  of  devasta- 
tion, superior  to  those  destroyed  by  the 
fury  of  the  elements,  and  the  owners 
conferred  on  the  new  mills  the  befitting 
name  of  the  “ People’s  Mills.” 

It  is  in  accord  with  the  fitness  of  things 
that  the  concern,  which  can  be  held  up 
as  a model  establishment,  has  made 
great  strides  since  its  reconstruction 
and  is  enjoying  a good  patronage. 

The  present  mill  is  a four  story  solid 
brick  building  56  x 36,  with  an  addition 
20  x 30,  used  for  chopping. 

The  flour  mill  has  all  the  latest  im- 
provements as  it  was  entirely  re- 
modelled in  1898. 

The  mill  is  operated  by  water  power, 
which  is  sufficient  to  run  it  at  all  seasons.
